Lommon-wealth, hath of his Boyall Grace and bounty bin gractouſiy 
pleaſcd, to graunt vntothe laid Chriltoplice 11nd. ins Erceurars , Ud- 
miniſtratoꝛs, and Aſlignes, power and pꝛunledge for the ſole making

Red Lende gs àfoꝛtſaid. To haue and to hold to the laid Chrittopher Eland, his Erecutozs, Idmimiſtra— 
tozs, Deputies, and Alltgnes, trom the date of the ſald Letters Patent s, foꝛ, and during the ter nc of 
Fourtcene ycares then next enſming, together with power to ſeaze, arreſt, and carry away all ſuch He 
and Red Lcade, ag ſbalbe found to be made contraryto his Maieſties intention therein. To which m⸗ 
tent and purpoſe, and to the end the laid Chriſtopher Eland, may enioy the full beniſit intended vnto hun 
by his Maieſties ſaid graunt, His Maieſtie doth by the laid Letters Patents, will and commaund all 
Matoꝛs, Sheriifes, Juſtices of peace, Bayliffeg, Lonſtables, Officers, and Miniſters, whatſocuer to 
whome it (hall oz may appertaine from tune totime, during the laid terme of Fourtecue yeares. to be ay- 
ding helping and aſſiſting tothe ſaid Chriſtopher Eland, his Erccutozs, Adminiſtratozs, Deputies, 
Seruants, and Allignes, in all reaſonable matters and things concerning the accompliſhing of his 
M ueſties ſaid graunt, and not any way to hinder, interrupt, oꝛ moleſt them, oꝛ any of them therein, as 
they tender his Maieſties pealure, and will auoid his indignation and diſpleaſuce at their vtmoſt perill. as 
by the laid Letters Patents. vnder the great Seale ol England. Dated the 5. of October, 1622. in the 
Twentith yeare ofhis Maieſties raigne of England, Which his Maieſtieg will and pleaſure is that all 
hig louing ſubiects ſball take notice of, may moꝛe at large appeare. 7
